_ Tis obvioufly to the fame ori- 
gin, that we are to trace the decree 
lately communicated by theFrench 
Minifter to our government, with 
refpe& to the intended treatment 
of the trade of neutrals, and the 
{poilations which ours has for fome 
time pelt foffered. — While neutral 
nations were permitted to enjoy fe- 
curely their rights, befides the di- 
re& commerce between them and 
the Britifh dominions, the com- 
merce ef Greatbritain would be 
carried on in neutral bottoms, e- 
ven with the countries where it 
was denied accefs in Britifh bot- 
toms. It follows that the abridg- 
ment of neutral rights is effeatial 
to the fcheme of deftroying the 
Britith commerce. And here we 
find the true folution of thofe un- 
friendly proceedings, on the part 
of France, towards this country, 
which are hypocritically charged 
to the account of the treaty with 
Greatbritain, and other a&s of 
pretended infidelity, in our gov- 
ernment.
